On the subject of female education ia 
China, the North China Daily News has a 
jong article, in which the following passage 
oceura:-—That female education [for Chi- 
nese] is valued where it bas been tried, and 
is understood, is evident from the success of 
the girls’ echools in: the British Colony of 
Hongkong. These are numerous, well 
attended, and successful, . Therein the 
atudents are taught to read, write, and com: 
pose, as well as to sew and embroider, The 
girls who have passed through these schools 
will ba quite different from their sisters on 
the mainland.” That is true eo far as it 
goes, but the success of a schoo! does not 
necessarily imply the life success of & pupil, 
nor the social success of a nation ; and thoso 
are the points which ‘the writer, who ap- 
‘pears to have a warm side'for mission work, 
and to believe that “the future welfare of 
China” depends on the advancement of: 
‘female education on a wider scale than. 
thas yet been done,” ought to establish., 
Tho Western ‘missionary or educational. 
reformer, conting to China with a lot of 
“preconceived notions as to what is thie ideal 
status of women, and. being apparently, 
quite unwilling, if net ‘unable,. to ‘see. that! 
the Eastern man has some right'to « notion 
or two of his own, camcheerfully. goabout 
upsetting the establiched-order of things, 
To him, everything in the East that is not 
justas he knew it in the West, is prime 
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facie wrong, and needs “ultering. Not 80 
the unbjeseed saciologist, who knows that 


J tho world has more “bubs” than Green. 


wich or Boston. Our contemporary, for 
instance, asserts that the education of the 
Coleatin! Empire, apart from the imperfec - 
tions inseparable from the’ eystem, has 
Inmontably failed “because it: has almost 
entirely overlooked one half the popula- 
tion.” But thoso imperfections cannot bo 
taken apart and ignored. Tf the education 
of China has failed, seeing? that its energies 
have been spent on men, “it cannot ba 


because it neglected women. That concen- 


tration of attention to one section ef the 
community. only should have tended to 
success, That it has‘not, from the Western 
point of view, must bo because of those 
imperfections, the @ifficulty and time ins 
volved in acquiring the rudiments, sod 
the usolessness of much  afterward® 
taught, The idea that mental gym- 
nastics have uny great value per. se-is out 
of date. Speaking of the two educational 
cults, the writer seems to agree that that is 
best for the masses which instructs the moral 
faculty, “Not only s0, but the average 
education should tend to make us agrecable 
and pleasing in our intercourse with our 
fellows, and furnish us with a standard of 
right and wrong which may be conformed 
to under all conditions, Thorefure that is 
the best cducation which is secured by 
famitiaritywith the posts, _the 1] historians, 
and the moraliste,” Without wasting time, 
over the metaphysical postulate that ethieal 
maxims loso their value the moment they 
dome to be debated, wo may take the writer 
on bis own ground, and deal with the 
necessity of being " agreeable and pleasing 
in‘ our intercourse with our fellows.” It 
cannot be alleged that the Oriental woman 
bas bean denied training and education in that 
respect. Thanks to Professor CHAMBEBLALN, 
ihe world realises fairly well the education 
given to Japanese women ou those lines; 
and it appears that in the case of the 
Chinese woman sitnilor virtues are carefully 
incoleated.. Mr. Dre Bat. tells us that 
“all her bringing up is with the aim of 
teaching her perfect submission to the 
paramount authority of man.” Were the 
missionaries indiscrest enough to quote 
Sr, Pavi on woman, the: Chinese would 
doubtless hail his wisdom, which was quite 
ip keeping with Chineso opinion on the 
subject. The vast majority of the world’s 
men, os well as Sr. Pavt and Jonn 
Carnaman, seem agreed thut it ia woman's 
place to be “in subjection, not to teach, nor 
to usurp authority over the man; but to 
marry, bear children, ond guide the house.” 
Europe on this subject is in a startling 
minority, ond with all due respect..to its 
enlightened civilisation, it is an open ques- 
tion whether ‘woman is any the bappier for 
her rapidly. extending suffrages,. The men 
are certainly not. The future of every race 
dependa upon its mothers, and the ‘ shriek- 
ing sisterhood.” ‘seldom: includes tho ideul 
mother. Indeed, it seems ta be motherhood 
thot is most shrieked against. Reverting 
to the; writer's point, then, that the athical 
eduention is the best ; and to his reference 
to“ our fellows,” we way ask whether the 
duty of the Chinawoman is to be “ agreeable 
and pleasing” to the foreiguer’s reforming 
eye, or to her Chinnse fellows, Remember- 
ing also thatethies depend strictly on locality 


| for their code, the meddler with female 


education in China does not seom to have 
a leg left on which to stand. Having, to 
meet him, neglected the point that the 
only. universal morality is that which is 
intuitive, we are obliged to pvint out: 
that what is moral in the West may be 
immoral in the East, and vice verst. The 
standard. of right. and wrong among the 
Yaoits of the Arctie Circle permits the 
hunter to kill his feeblé and useless: father 
onithe tipproach of winter and. its “scarcity 
of food. ‘The old Inoit, past hunting, goes 
to his isolated tomb as acquiescingly as 
ever Indian widow woat to the fuueral pyre 
6f ber deceased"lord, In China, whatever 
threatens the hale aud hearty son, morality 
demands that the feeble old sire be cherish- 
ad. This writer will not consider happiness 
as an object of education. That, he says, 
“ nead not. be considered here,” The ethical 
motive'he is now ‘robbed ‘of, since he cites 
social anes te 
and the social community of China consists, 
not of missionaries and educational re- 
formers; but of Chinamen. For the rest, 
the Chinese mother-in-law is understood to 
give the finishing éducation that makes a 
good wife and mother of the Chinavoman, 
and a happy man’ of the Chinauian. The 
same zentimentalism, over the supposed ‘un- 
happiness. of the. Chinese woman, that 
‘prompted this advocacy of education for 
females, has led what His Excellency. the 
Governor, calls “ rash reformers and reck-

basia of morality 5 


lesa enterprisers ” to similar ogitation in 
Japan. Even foreign observara thera de- 
| Precate Japan of New Women; and it 
muy somo day ba seen that it would have 
been better to let well alone ia Chins. Hie 
Exces.ency. on another occasion quoted a 
poet who gaid “ Men are God’s trecs, women 
God's flowers.” A world all trees ond no 
flowers would be a dreary place. - Tho 
‘writer whore observations wo have just

Fortunatoly friendly reprosenta- 
tions made by nentral porers have to 2 cortain 
axtnt relieved nurral< of some causes for 
anxiety, bt it iv to be ausnestly. desired that ot 
the noonest, po-sible moment after peace hox 
heen declared, un int-ruational conference be 
arranged to cousider what furthor improvements 
cai be offectad upon tho oxisting Troaty of 
Puris so that. should war again unhappily 
broak out between two groat powers, ‘that 
Ins and dislocation to neatral trade which 
must inevitably arivo nnder such circumstances, 
be reduc d to a minimum. As we ull know, 
tho broad-minded and, capable statesman who 
now direata the policy of our kinsmen on the 
other side of the Pac.flo has already proposed 
auch a conference, and we believe his proposal 
.has been cordislly adopted by the majority ot 
all events of the foading powers, The question

In consequence of the views so strongly 
oxpressod at our last meeting with regard to tho 
imperative necessity for an carly construction 
of the long ‘dreamed of Kowloo: to Canton 
railway. the Committes speciutly addressed the 
Officor Administering the Government and the 
British Minister at Peking, from both of 
whom sympathetic replies were receired, As 
you all recollect, Sir Henry Bloke in his 
farowell address to the Colony specially dwelt 
in the importance of thia question, and aftor hia 
doparture tho matter was strongly taken up by 
the Acting Gorernor, Mr. May; while since his 
arrival in the Colony His Lxcelloncy the 
Governor has givon spocial attontion to the 
matter. ‘ho question’ of tho Kowleon-t anton 
railway hos consoyuently for some time past 
heen the subject of noyotiations between: the 
Col-niat Office on bohulf of the Gorernmon*’ of 
this Colony. and the British-Chinese Corpora- 
tion, and it is understood to have proceadad to 
far towards sotilowont that the di-cussion with 
the Chineso Government provided for by the 
fifth paragraph of the Convention of Yth June 
1898 will shortly be opened. In the meautime 
the Government here have been considering: 
the rvute to be taken by the line within British 
territory which, in conjunction with a complete | 
roail syatom, will best d velop that territory. 
I have already referred to tho dislopation of, 
and lo-es entailed upon, ony trade in these 
waters by the war which still unappily drags 
on, Situated as we aro #0 clow to tha seane of 
action, and being #0 closely interested in 
evory turn of affairs it is perhaps only fitting 
that before [ cloxe I should refer to the question 
again, While we must join with the whole 
civilized world in deplering the appalling. loss 
of life aud suffering which this wor bas entailed, 
we cannot but thrill with admiration at the} 
intenee patriotism and splendid heroism which 
bus buen equally displayed by the forces of both 
combatauts. Ip this I think we may} ok for 
comfort, for surely we may be permitted to be- 
lievo that that respect which all brave men 
must earn on the fi-ld, for s courageous and 
generous foo will in due'tiwe form a solid foun- 
dation for a genuine friondahipbetween th. sewho 
now arg ranged ayuinst «ach other, and that the 
feeling thus engen ered will more surely than 
anything elea result in a lusting peace in the 
Far East, bringing in its train prospority not 
only those now actually engaged i. tho 
prosent conflict, but to all who for whatever 
reaton, desire the peaceful development of tite 
trade of this part of the world. Since our Inst

THE “ DISCREDITADLE SURRENDER.” 

The Times correspondent (Dr, Morrison) 
whose oriticixms nnent tho surrender of Port 
Arthur cansad a sensation, evid:—I witnossed 
the chivalrous conrtesy with which the Japi- 
nase trented the Russia 1 prisoners, was present 
atthe trimmphal entry into Port. Arther, and 
joined in tho service in honour of the heroic 
dood. I wax allowed much freedom of moye- 
mont, and was shown the formilable forts; I 
wandered through tha town of Port Artbur; 


i ond, in the company of the brilliant officer who 


commanded the Naval Brigade of the boziogin 
army aod in now dockyard suporintendent, 
was taken ina steam launch te ovary wrecked 
ship, both in the harbour and across the entranes, 
No one who has not seen all this can form any 
conception of the stupendous atrongth of the 

caitions held hy the Rusvions, or of the 
incredible heroism displayed in the capture of 
the forts, Port Arther was stoutly defendet 
by the Russinn scldiers, and for long the resist. 
ance was splendid; but the death, on Dec. 18, 
of General Koudrechenko, who was responsible 
for the plan of defence, was ak disastrous to the 
morad of (he gurrison as. tho death of Admiral 
Makaroff was to that of the fleot 

No foreign officer cun explain tho reason for 
the capitulation. Wauat of men cortainly can- 
not explain it. Tho Japanese’ found in the 
fortress more than 25,000 strong, able-hodied 
soldiers capable of making a sortis. They were 
wellclad and well-mow ished, and included revernl 
hundred: of unscathed offers. Only 200 
Rusian officers are belioved to have beon killed 
or wounded during the siege. In the hospital 
there were 14,000 cases’ from all clussas 
of the population, but only a small 
proportion were wounded. Many of them 
were suffering from minor ailments, such 
os.rhenmatism or scurvy, and there wore 
many maingorers, especially among the 
officers. Nor was failure of mmmunition the 
renson for the surrender ; for tho first indica. 
tion which the brsiegers had that the fortress’ 
would fall was the reckless throwing 
away of small-arm and gun-tire. ammoni- 
tion, which waa aimlessly discharged from 
all. the defences throughont two’ days. Yot, 
in epite of this, und in spite of the 
ammunition thrown into the harbour, large 
quantities ‘romsined, Three- magozines have 
been exploded; but the largest magazine of all, 
that in the torpedo depot south of tho western 
harbour, has not beon touched, sud is full to 
the roof of all kinds of ommunition for the 
naval guns. Scarcity of food, again, could not 
have been the reason for the capitulation ; for 


demuity claim awarded George Warron ; thy 
tonth charyos oppressive and tyrannical extot- 
tion of 250 taels from Thomas R, Jornighn, 
and that Goolnow songht to p-rsusde ono 
Rosouthal -to instigate criminal prosecution

Tho twolfth charge is tliat Goodnow has 
rendered falso aod fraudulont accounts as to 
tho rent paid for the-Usited States Consular 
Jail for tho sripport of United States prisoners, 
and that said Goodnow has knowiogly forward- 
ed to the Seorotary of State -fale . and 
frandulent retarns of George A. Derby, 
Marohal of the United Statos Consular Court. 
The thirtoonth charges that on August lith, 
1900, Goodnow falsely and knowingly certified 
that property belonging to foreigners - was 
property belonging to = citizen of the United 
Stat. in order, it is alleged, solely to give said 
property thu protection of tho American fla g 
The proporty is defined as the Chinesc-owned 
steamship“ Kinngse.” and it is charged that 
Goodnow oxtorted the sum of $325 for record- 
ing a fictitions bill of sele in tho transaction 
and the further enm of $101 for alleged ship. 
ping of.s Chiness crow for tho ship, 

The fourteenth charge is a duplicate of the 
preceding, save that it refers to five other 
Chinese-owned ships which flew tho American 
flag doring the Borer uprising, and then were 
returned to their former owners, “for which 
unlawful service,” it adds. ‘the esid Goodnow 
extorted money from the Chinese firm.” 

Tho fifteenth charges a conspiracy to 
“manufacture aliens into citizens of the 
U.S. in consideration of Jnrge sume of 
money, the plan being to issne bogus identifica- 
tion paprrs to ba presented by other partios to 
the conspiracy to Minister Conger, who iesued 
the proper ‘passports. Four Russian alions, 
ona Turk, and one German are named as 
receiving sach passports. -‘I'wo aliens, o British 
anbject and s German, were registered at the 
United States Consninte, it is alleged, as.citizens 
of the United States. 

Tho sixt-snth chargos Judge Goodnow with 
appropriat 1g to his own use fees collested in 
settling the estates of American citizens who 
died in Shanghai and making: false returns 
theroof. The seventeenth charges that Judge 
Goodnow did unlawfully and knowingly: take 
jurisdiction. in the ease of George ‘A. Derby 
and one R. P. Plant, the ens being triable only 
bsfore the Unite States Ministerial Court at 
Peking, cho result being that Plant was sen- 
tenced to a long term in prison, ond it is 
believed ho is serving the same in a California 
jail. : 
: Tho resolution charges that sid Indga 
Gooduow is ineompotent to hold tie office of 
Federal Judge; tliat he has never heon admitt- 
ed to practise law befory any Court in the 
Unit-d Stites or elsewhere, aud that be is not 
a lawyer. : . 

A protest ngainst the retention of Judge 
Goddnow, sigued by twenty American residents 
of China, is made part of the rosdiution. 

Mr. Gooduow arrived in San ‘Francisco, on 
his way te Washington, by the “ Manchuria” 
on the lth ult. A representatise of the San 
Francisco Chronicle informed the Conn that 
thero was o report that ho had been removed 
from office. To this Mr. Goodnow is reported 
‘as replying: — 

T understood tliut. charges had hen made 
against mo, und I communicated with the 
Department of State regarding them. 1 then 
received pormission to come home and make 
answer to the charges,. I have not been remov- 
od from office, and I confidently oxpect to be 
back at my post within a month. “For: seven 
years I have been Consul-General at Shinghui, 
and Thave been highly praised for my work 
during the Boxer troubles, when I induced six- 
teen out of thé nineteen affected provinces to 
rerouin loyal to tte white people, I will only 
fay in rogard to these charges that I had judicin} 
powers in Shangha’, aud consequently I matle 
many enemics among those I had been forced 
to decide against in cases. which came before 
me. lom uot afraid of the outcome of this 
investigation, for I know 
clear.—Japan Chronicle,

The Japaneses, with rare hum 
anity, directed their fire on the docks, workshops, 
and the ships in the harbour, wasting little 
ammunition ‘on the bnildings, It is trae

creek were subjected to a severe bombardment; 
bnt, even in the midst of the destruction, 
Clarkson's officas and other buildings remained 
habitable.
